Born in Doylestown, Pennsylvania. His mother was 
Martha (Patterson) DuBois, daughter of Robert 
Patterson, Director of the Mint. He studied law and was 
admitted to the bar at age 22. He is described as having a 
weak voice unsuited to the practice of law. Asa result he 
prefered to communicate in writing. 

In 1833 he became director’s clerk at the mint working 
for his uncle, Samuel Moore. In 1835 he went to the 


assay department working under Jacob R. Eckfeldt. In 
1841 he marned Susanna Eckfeldt, sister of Jacob. He 
and Eckfeldt were long time friends. 

In 1838 Robert Maskell Patterson, another uncle, 
authorized the formation of a Mint collection of coins. 
Many foreign gold and silver coins were submitted to the 
mint at their bullion value for melting, refinement and 
reissue. Many of these had a numismatic value but could 
be added to the collection for their intrensic value. 
DuBois became the first curator of the collection and 
remained curator until his death.

In 1842 DuBois and Eckfelt ‘published their Manua/ of 
Gold and Silver Coins of All Nations. Author of Pledges 
of History: A Brief Account of the Collection of Coins 
Belonging to the Mint of the United States. One hundred 
fifty copies were published in 1846. In i850 Eckfeldt and 
DuBois published New Varieties of Gold and Silver 
Coins. When Eckfeldt died in September 1872, DuBois 
succeeded him as chief assayer. 

DuBois published three books alone including On The 
Natural Dissemination of Gold in 1861, Propositions for 
a Revised System of Weights in 1869 and A Brief Sketch 
of Jacob R. Eckfeldt in 1872. 

DuBois died in Philadelphia in 1881. He completed 
nearly 48 years service to the Mint. He was an honorary 
member of the Boston Numismatic Society. His collection 
was sold at auction by Elder October 15, 1918.

Mickley, Joseph J. Collector (b. 2/24/1799 d. 
2/15/1878) 

Born at Catassauga near Bethlehem, Pennsylvania. 
Moved to Philadelphia in 1818 to learn piano making and 
was employed in that field until 1869. Married twice with 
six children. 

Mickley began to collect cents with a search for one 
from his birth year. He is sometimes called "The father of 
American numismatics.". On April 13, 1867, he lost 
$16,000 worth of coins in a burglary. His remaining 
collection was consigned for sale by Woodward October 
28 to November 2, 1867. It included an 1804 dollar 
purchased by Lilliendahl for $750. At the time that was 
believed to set a price record for a single coin. Mickley 
had obtained the coin from a bank teller who had 
received the dollar as a deposit. 

Mickley wrote a pamphlet Dates of United States 
Coins and Their Degree of Rarity. Mickley purchased 
discarded coin dies sold by the mint as scrap metal. He 
collaborated with Cogan to produce restrikes of cents of 
1804 and 1823. They also produced a small number of 


restrike cents of 1810. This is believed to have occurred 
about 1868 or 1869. The cent dies were sold to 
Montroville Dickeson and later Captain Haseltine. He 
was an honorary member of the Boston Numismatic 
Society and the ANS. He died in Philadelphia at the 
home of his doctor. 

An auction of remnants from the collection was 
conducted by Mason November 5-6, 1878. A group of 
about 20 coin dies was cataloged for sale but were 
confiscated prior to the sale. An investigation produced 
strong evidence that dies for the Adams medal were 
legitimately sold to Mickley through the Eckfeldt family. 
It was reported that the government paid the estate for 
the estimated fair value of the dies that were confiscated. 
Two more groups of remainders were sold at auction by 
Haseltine in 1879 and Woodward in 1883. 

Mickley was the subject of several medals. One dated 
1867 has Mickley on the obverse and the reverse legend 
President of the Numismatic and Antiquarian Society of 
Philadelphia. 

Mickley travelled extensively through Europe. In 
Stockholm he met Lea Ahlborne and agreed to sit for a 
portrait that Ahlborn would engrave on a medal. The 
medal was produced by the Swedish Mint about 1879. 
Silver medals were struck in Sweden. The dies were 
brought to America. Bronze medals were struck and sold 


for $2.50. The medal was reissued again about 1958.

ANA R-S641, Michigan State Numismatic Society, Grosse Pointe Numismatic Society, 
Detroit Coin Club: Society of Token, Medal and Paper Money Collectors; Token and 
Medal Society; and Soci ety of Paper Money Collectors. 


Although Jemes J. Curto had formed an extensive collection of top-grade coins, tokens, 
medals and paper money during the past 54 years, he was best known as one of the 
foremost authorities on token collecting. He is the author of Military Tokens of the 
United States, 71966-1978 (Krause Publications 1970, revised 1979) and two 
subsequent volumes on military tokens. He had written numerous articles and catalogs 
published in The Numismatist, for which he had received six Heath Literary Awards, 
including first place in 1246 and second place in 1951 and 1954. Nine of his articles 
and catalogs have been reprinted by the ANA. Curto also prepared the section on 
tokens for the ANA Introduction fo Coin Collecting. He was selected by ANA to prepare 
a list of the best articles relating to tokens and medals for one of the four volume works 
entitled Selections from The Numismatist. Curto was also the author of numerous 
articles published in the TAMS Journal, Paper Money, and Ue Mich-Matist. 


Curto was awarded the ANA Medal of Merit in 1957 and the Gienn Smedley Memoria! 
Award in 1993. He served as chairman or member of many ANA Committees since 
1947, acted as an exhibit judge at numerous ANA Conventions starting in 1940, and 
spoke at ANA educational programs. He served in like capacities for other numismatic 
organization and wes ANA District Secretary from 1848-49. 


He was a merit bade counselor for the Boy Scouts of America for many years, 
conducting classes on numismatics as part of the Eagle Scout qualification program. 
He gave may talks on numismatics before service cubs and civic organizations. 


Curio had been at the forefront in organizing numismatic societies. He conceived and 
organized the Michigan State Numismatic Society in 1856 and the Grosse Pointe 
Numismatic Society (GPNS) in 1959, limiting the latter to ANA members. He was the 
first president of both organizations and president of the Detroit Coin Club from 1935- 
47. He chaired the organizational meeting of the Society of Token, Medal and Paper 
Money Collectors and tock an active part in its division into the Tokens and Medal 
Society (TAMS) and the Society of Paper Money Collectors (SPMC). He was president 
of TAMS from 1961-63.

CONSTITUTION 

ONE 

The Numismatic Hall of Fame was founded August 18, 1964 by the American 
Numismatic Association to perpetuate and enshrine the names of eminent numismatists of all 
times. International in its scope, it is a shrine for the recognition of those whose 
accomplishments in the field of numismatics have made their names symbolic and forever 
cherished by their fellow numismatists. The citation is the highest honor possible to bestow upon 
any individual by and in the realm of numismatics. 
TWO 

The shrine of the Numismatic Hall of Fame is located within the national headquarters 
building of the Association in Colorado Springs, Colorado. 
THREE 

The Numismatic Hall of Fame is sponsored by and under the perpetual administration of 
the American Numismatic Association. The Association regards itself as its trustee and under 
sacred obligations to administer its intent and purposes without bias or prejudice and under the 
rules and regulations hereinafter set forth. 
FOUR 

The Board of Governors of the Association is the sole administrator of all matters 
pertaining to this international shrine. It is empowered to make and amend its Constitution,

THE NUMISMATIC HALL OF FAME 
A SHRINE OF THE AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION 


BY-LAWS 


ONE 

The shrine shall consist of a metal head strip bearing the inscription, "NUMISMATIC 
HALL OF FAME - A SHRINE OF THE AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION." 
Centered above the lettering will be the seal of the Association. Below the headstrip in as many 
separate panels as eventually needed, will be inserted citation devices. 
ONE A 

The citation devices will be uniform in appearance and made of metal. Space will be 
reserved on the left to eventually attach a uniform medallic portrait of the recipient. To the right, 
the recipient’s name, outstanding achievements, year of enshrinement, and/or other pertinent data, 
will be engraved. 
ONE B 

A loose leaf record book will be maintained in close proximity to the shrine. It will list 
a detailed numismatic biography of the enshrined person and, if possible, a photograph. 
TWO 

Eligible for enshrinement in the Numismatic Hall of Fame are persons whose 
contributions to the field of numismatics have been of the highest excellence and most 


outstanding. 


THREE 

The Board of Governors shall appoint and maintain a group of not less than five 
members, one of whom shall be selected as chairman, to be known as the council of The 
Numismatic Hall of Fame. The Council will act only in an advisory capacity to the Board on 
matters pertaining to the administration of the shrine. It will research and advise on the 
eligibility, qualification or disqualification of all candidates nominated for enshrinement. 
THREE A 

Members composing the Council shall be qualified by having at least twenty-five years 
of tenure in the ANA and be particularly well informed on the achievements of world-wide 
personalities in the numismatic field, both past and present. The foregoing may be waived to 
permit temporary appointment of members needed to perform special functions or act as 
consultants. All other members will serve semi-permanently and be replaced only under 
extraordinary circumstances or by resignation. New members will be appointed by the Board 
from qualified names recommended by the remaining members of the council. 
FOUR 

The Board of Governors shall appoint and maintain a panel of twenty-five members to 
be known as the Electors of the Numismatic Hall of Fame. The Electors will cast the votes that 


elect the candidates as set forth in the Election Procedure. 


FOUR A 

All Electors must have attained at least fifteen years of membership in the ANA to be 
qualified. Each shall be prominent in contemporary numismatics and perhaps a potential future 
candidate for the Numismatic Hall of Fame. Members of the council, the Board of Governors 
and appointed officers of the ANA are ineligible to serve. 
FOUR B 

Each Elector will serve a two year term and may be appointed to succeeding terms 
indefinitely. Failure to vote automatically constitutes resignation from the panel. Vacancies in 
the twenty-five member panel will be filled with living Hall of Fame members nominated by the 
President with approval by the Board of Governors. In the event that any vacancy cannot be 
filled by a living Hall of Fame member, by reason of each such member being either ineligible, 
unable or unwilling to serve or having an address unknown to ANA, some other qualified person 


may be so nominated and approved. 


ELECTION PROCEDURES 


ONE 

An election for enshrinement in the Numismatic Hall of Fame shall be held every two 
years, falling in the years between the regular election of ANA officers.

A call for nominations of candidates for enshrinement shall be issued by the President and 
published in the October issue of The Numismatist of the year preceding the election. Added to 


the announcement will be the following information: 


me State clearly who may make nominations of candidates. 
z List briefly the eligibility requirements of candidates. 
a State that all nominations must be made on an official form, 


available upon request from ANA Headquarters. 

TWOA 

The official nominating form shall provide adequate space for the nominator to provide 
proper identification of the candidate, give a comprehensive listing of his accomplishments, and 
ask if a photograph can be provided. 
THREE 

Nominations may be submitted by any ANA member other than a junior member. This 
includes the Council members, members of the Board, staff and appointed officers. Each 
member is limited to two nominations at any election. They may be sent to Headquarters any 


time after the call for nominations has been published and until the closing date of December 10. 


THREE A 

Headquarters will check all nominations for validity of the nominators. Duplicate work 
copies will be made of the original nominations filed in the archives. Sufficient copies for use 
by the Council will be sent to the chairman as they accumulate, with final copies mailed by 
December 15. 
THREE B 

All Nominations will be processed by the Council Chairperson, aided by other Council 
persons, to authenticate the listed qualifications of the candidates, to condense information on 
dual nominations, and supply additional qualifications where possible. A Council person may 
recommend to the Council chairperson elimination of any candidate deemed unqualified, with 
reasons considered supportive of the recommendation. The chairperson will reproduce the 
recommendations and submit them to the other three Council members. The chairperson and the 
three Council persons will vote on the recommendation, counting the original recommendation 
as one "no" vote. A total of three "no" votes will require the Council chairperson to delete the 
name of that candidate. All correspondence on matters of this kind will be put in a confidential 
file for the Executive Director and presented to the Board in executive session, on an information 
only basis. This file will be made available to the Council chairperson for the succeeding 
nomination period two years hence. 

A summary, listing statistical and qualification information about candidates, will be 
prepared by the Council chairperson and submitted to the Board for consideration at an interim 


board meeting. 


THREE C 

If, at the interim board meeting, there are no objections to any of the candidates on the 
submitted list, all shall be considered nominated. If objections are made, a majority vote of the 
Board is necessary to remove the candidate’s name from the list. New nominations cannot be 
substituted at this time. The final approved list will be given to the Executive Director to prepare 
a ballot listing the new candidates, plus the holdovers from the last election, in alphabetical order. 
A separate form will be prepared listing the statistical and qualification information on all 
candidates, but omitting the names of the nominators. The ballot, information form, voting 
instructions and a return envelope shall be mailed to each of the twenty-five Electors to reach 
them by April 20. 
THREE D 

Electors will vote for only those candidates whom they deem deserving of this high honor. 
Ballots will be mailed after being marked with the Electors’ votes, in sealed envelopes provided 
by ANA headquarters, to the CPA firm addressee no later than May 20. A list of electors with 
their addresses and telephone numbers will be provided to the CPA firm. This firm will 
telephone each elector whose ballot has not been received by May 15 and request immediate 
action on the ballot. No other action will be taken to secure the ballots. Ballots not received by 
midnight on May 20 will be void and the resignation of such Elector will be assumed. The CPA 
firm will provide the ANA Executive Director with the names of electors who fail to send in 
their ballots. The Council chairperson and the Board chairperson of the Hall of Fame Committee 


will be informed of these names by the Executive Director. 


FOUR 

All candidates receiving thirteen or more votes shall be considered elected. All candidates 
who have received five or more votes but fewer than thirteen will be placed automatically as 
holdovers on the ballot of the next election. Results of the tabulation will be kept absolutely 
SECRET by the CPA firm. It will prepare a list of the elected candidates in alphabetical order 
and send it sealed by registered mail to the Executive Director clearly labeled "NUMBER ONE." 
It will also prepare a numerical summary of the total vote, listing the candidate with the highest 
vote first and the lowest vote last. Nominees receiving no votes will be listed in alphabetical 
order following the name of the nominee receiving the lowest vote. This summary will be sent 
to the Executive Director clearly labeled "NUMBER TWO." 
FOUR A 

All tabulation ballots are to be retained in a sealed packet until sixty days after the elected 
candidates and summary are made public. After that time, the Executive Director will instruct 
the CPA firm to destroy them. 
FIVE 

The announcement of the winners of this every second year election will be made at the 
special awards ceremony of the convention banquet. Sealed envelope "NUMBER ONE" will be 
handed by the Executive Director to the presiding official, who will break the seal and announce 


the names of those enshrined to the audience and the numismatic press. 


FIVE A 

Envelope "NUMBER TWO" containing the summary of the total vote cast may be opened 
by the officials at a later time more suitable than during the banquet. This summary will be 
made a matter of permanent record in the convention proceedings and the Hall of Fame archive 


records. When the summary is released for publication it shall be arranged in alphabetical order 


as follows: 
1. Names of those elected for enshrinement. 
Names of those not elected but receiving five or more 
votes but fewer than thirteen (known as "holdovers"). 
os Names of all other candidates appearing on the ballot. 


The Names of the holdovers will be published again in The Numismatist when the 


President calls for nominations for the next election.
